IN TOO-MILE AIR RAGE 


Committee Checking on His Al- 
leged Failure to Circle Py- 
lon on Closed Course. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, July 5.—The 
Contest Committee of the 1933 Na- 
tional Air Races is checking today 
on the 100-mile closed course event, 
which Roscoe Turner apparently 
won yesterday at a speed of more 
than 241 miles an hour. 

James Wedell was just behind 
Turner with nearly 238 miles an 
hour and Lee Gehlbach was third, 


flying at the rate of 224 miles an 

hour around the 10-mile course. 
After Turner had been acclaimed 

as the winner of the feature closed 


race and the transcontinental race 
from New York to Los Angeles, 
and as the holder of the best 
straight-away time for the current 
meet, the Contest Committee was 
called to consider a possible pro- 
test. : 

The committee met for a _ time 
without making an official state- 
ment, but informally it was learned 
the discussion, finally postponed un- 
til noon today, centered about a 
presumption that Turned failed to 
circle a pylon, marking the closed 
course, on the first lap. 

It was said that Turner cut across 
a pylon line to avoid a possible ac. 
cident with Wedell. On the next 
lap, it was stated, Turner circled 
the pylon and then, banking and 
swinging backward, went around it 
again to make up for the alleged 
failure to complete the turn prop- 
erly the first time. 

The understanding is that no oth- 
er pilot made a protest, but that a 
judge presented the incident to the 
committee for consideration. 
During the race, part of the hatch 
blew in on Wedell, cutting his cheek 
seriously enough to require first 
aid after the contest. The mishap 
cost the ship some of its speed. 
Mrs. May Haizlip of St. Louis 
won the women’s feature event at 
50 miles, at an average of 168 miles 
an hour. She gets a $1350 cash 
prize. Mrs. Haizlip holds the wom- 
en’s speed record of 252 miles an 
hour and was tuning up her ship 
for an effort to do even better in 
the closing events today over the 
three - kilometer’ straight - away 
course.

STEP HELD JUSTIFIED 
BY LIVING COSTS 


President Says index for 
First Half of 1933 Was 
130.2 Against 171 for 
Base Period.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today issued an ex- 
ecutive order continuing the 15 per 
cent cut in pay of Federal em- 
ployes. 

The slash was first made effec- 
tive under the economy bill to ex- 
tend until June 30, the close of the 
fiscal year, with the President au- 
thorized to continue it if justified 
by living costs. The pay cut to- 
day was ordered to stay in effect 
until Jan. 1, 1934. 


The order said that the living) © 


cost index for the first six months 
of this year was 130.2, as compared 


with 171 for the base period, the 
six months ending June 30, 1928. 

The text of the new order fol- 
lows: 

“Pursuant to the authority vested 
in me by sections 2 and 3, title 2, of 
the act entitled ‘An act to maintain 
the credit of the United States Gov- 
ernment,’ approved March 20, 1933, 
I hereby announce: 

“First that the index figures of 
the cost of living are: 

(A) 171.0 For the six months 
period ending June 30, 1928, the 
base period and 

“(B) 130.2 For the six months’ 
period ending June 30, 1933; 

“Second, That the cost of living 
index for the six months’ period 
ending June 30, 1933, is 23.9 -per 
centum lower than the cost of liv- 
ing index for the base period; and 

“Third, That this per centum be- 
ing in excess of the maximum per 
centum prescribed Ly section 3 (B), 
the percentage of reduction applica- 
ble under section 2 (B), in deter- 
mining the compensation of officers 
and employes to be paid during the 
period from July 1, 1933, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1933, inclusive, is 15 per 
centum.” 


STUNT PERFORMER KILLED

DOLLAR WEAKENS ON BOTH 
PARIS AND LONDON MARKETS 


Closes at 18.78 Francs in France; 
Value Is $4.52% to Pound in 
England. 

PARIS, July 5.—The American 
dollar closed on the Paris market 
today at 18.78 francs to the dollar 
(5.32% cents to the franc), down 47 
centimes from yesterday’s close. 


LONDON, July 5.—After a quiet 
and steady opening the American 
dollar encountered new pressure to- 
day which continued throughout 
the session and it closed at its low- 
est, $4.52%, or a net loss of 3% 
cents. There was virtually no sup- 
port for United States currency and 
much uncertainty prevailed because 
of the knowledge that a large bear 
position exists. Gold currencies 
were better, especially the Dutch 
guilder.

NEW SCOTT FIELD COMMANDER 


Text of Hull’s Explanation 
Of Roosevelt’s Currency Stand 


By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, July 5. 
The statement issued by Sec- 
retary of State Hull tonight, in 
explanation of President Roose- 
velt’s monetary stand, follows: 
1 HE President has made it 


clear that he saw no utility 

at the present time in the 
temporary stabilization between 
the currencies of countries 
whose needs and policies are 
not necessarily the same. 


Such stabilization would be 
artificial and unreal and might 
hamper individual countries in 
realizing policies essential to 
their domestic problems. 

He urged the conference to 
seek consideration of its fun- 
damental task of facilitating 
policies of different nations di- 
rectly, not to temporary expe- 
dients but to mitigating and if 
possible remedying the haras- 
sing evils of the present eco- 
nomic situation. 


In the hope that the United 
States may be of help to the 
conference, to whose success, 
and friendly co-operation the 
President continues to attach 
the greatest importance, it may 
be useful that we should devel- 
op this thought somewhat more 
fully. 


The revaluation of the dollar 
i terms of American commod- 
ities is an end from which the 
Government and the people of 
the United States cannot be di- 
verted. 


American Commodity Prices. 
We wish to make this per- 
fectly clear: 
We are interested in Amer- 
ican commodity prices. What 
is to be the value of the dol- 


; lar in terms of foreign curren- 


cies is not and cannot be our 
immediate concern. 

The exchange value of the 
dollar will ultimately depend 
upon the success of other na- 
tions in raising prices of their 
own commodities in terms of 
their national monies, and can- 
not be determined in advance 
of our knowledge of such facts. 

There is nothing in our pol- 
icy inimicable to the interests 
of any other country and we 
are confident that no other 
country would seek to embar- 
rass us in the attainment of 
the economic ends required for 
our economic health. 

Sympathetic Understanding. 

When the currencies of those 
great nations of the Continent 
Europe—France, Italy and Bel- 
gium—depreciated over a pe- 
riod of years there was no criti- 
cism from the United States, 


nor did we criticise their ulti- 
mate devaluation. 

And when Great Britain and 
the Scandinavian countries 
went off the gold standard 
there was only sympathetic un- 
derstanding in the United 
States. Great Britain has been 
off the gold standard for nearly 
a year and three-quarjers, and 
the United States has been off 
for less than three months. 

Nevertheless we are giad to 
be able to have associated our- 
selves with the statement of 
British policy made yesterday, 
July Fourth, in the House of 
Commons by the financial sec- 
retary of the Treasury when, 
speaking in the name of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
he said: 

“My right and _ honorable 
friend has on a number of oc- 
casions expressed the view of 
His Majesty's Government that, 
although a return to the gold 
standard might be our ultimate 
objective when the proper con- 
ditions were assured, we must 
preserve complete liberty to 
choose both the time and par- 
ity. He does not think he can 
usefully add anything to that 
statement now.” 

If there are countries where 
prices and costs are already in 
actual equilibrium, we do not 
regard it to be the task of the 
conference, as it certainly is 
not the purpose of the Amer- 
ican Government, to persuade 
or compel them to pursue poli- 
cies contrary to their own con- 
ception of their own interests, 

The Immediate Tasks. 

It is not sufficient to escape 
from present evils. But it is 
our duty to consider together 
how to avoid their recurrence 
in the future. The first task is 
to restore prices to the level at 
which industry and above all 
agriculture can function prof- 
itably and efficiently. 

The second task is to pre- 
serve the stability of this ad- 
justment once it is achieved. 
The part which gold and sil- 
ver should play after the ad- 
justment has been secured 
would seem a further subject 
suitable for consideration by 
the conference. 

We conceive, therefore; that 
the great problems which justi- 
fy the assembling of the nations 
are as present today and as de- 
serving of exploration as was 
the case a few weeks ago, and 
we find it difficult to conceive 
that the view which it has been 
our obvious duty to take on the 
minor issue of temporary sta- 
bilization can in any way di- 
minish the advisability of such 
a discussion.

LONDON, July 5.—The world eco 
nomic conference will virtually be 
wound up .omorrow, according to 
highest authorities, barring some 
eleventh hour development. 

The Steering Committee of the 


| conference will meet tomorrow to 


consider a proposal for adjourn- 
ment, or recess, made by Hendryk 
Colijn, Dutch Prime Minister, and 
leader of a gold bloc country. It 
is expected to recommend recess to 
the plenary session. 

Even the American delegation to- 
night agreed that “recess” was de 
sirable. This announcement was 
made after a meeting of Secretary 
of State Hull, Assistant Secretary 
of State Moley and Senator Pitt- 
man with Ramsay MacDonald, 
British Prime Minister and chair- 
man of the parley, and some other 
conference leaders, after the Amer 
ican delegation had been in com- 
munication with Washington. 

The word “adjournment” is being 
avoided and the term “recess” is 
being substituted for it. The plan 
under consideration calls for some 
of the committees to continue such 
work as is possible, possibly at 
Geneva, while the assembly as 6 
whole goes home. 

While expectations for dispersion 
of the conclave were becoming more 
certain, Cordell Hull, Secretary of 
State, prepared a statement explain- 
ing the American position and. 
showed it to Ramsey MacDonald. 
American Statement. 


“Revaluation of the dollar in

WOMAN PRISONER 
~ ESCAPES FROM CELL 


Helen Morgan Goes Through 
Loose Bars at Courts

Slipping through a loose section 
of the iron bars over a window and 
lowering herself to the ground by 
tree branches, Miss Helen Louise 
Morgan, 26 years old, escaped from 
the women prisoners’ room on the 
first floor of the Municipal Courts 
building at 11 a. m. today.

Mayor 
Dickmann, who insists the new ap- 
pointees have been qualified, says 
the union had promised to waive 
the rule. 
The union asserts inexperienced 
men were appointed, so it is insist- 
ing on enforcement of the rule, on 
the ground it objects to breaking 
in untrained men. Through setting 
aside of the rule, 46 of the 153

Dr. Lowry’s body was found in 
bed at the large home where he 
lived alone on June 25 after he 
failed to appear for a conference. 

Lights burned in the room. A 
towel covered Dr. Lowry’s face and 
his arms were folded. The body was 
clad in night clothes. On the neck, 
Dr. George Hunter, examining phy- 
sician, said, were marks that might 
have been caused bv choking. 

This week, when authorities de- 
cided to conduct an autopsy, they, 
learned that Dr. Lowry’s nearest 
relatives, Mrs. Alice Lowry Barger, 
and her son, Clark Barger, had gone 
to West Virginia.

HARRISBURG, UL, July 5.—Cir- 
cuit Judge George B. White of 
Marion today granted a temporary 
injunction restraining Saline Coun- 
ty authorities from allowing pick- 
eting by Progressive miners in Sa- 
line County, the scepe of recent 
disorders between members of the 
rival mine unions. 

The petition for the restraining 
order was signed by eight United 
Mine Workers. It was pointed out, 
however, the signers acted as in- 
dividuals and that the move did 
not represent any action of the 
United Mine Workers as an organ- 
ization. 

The signers of the petition were: 
A. Gordon, Williamson County; 
Fred Schultz, Franklin County; 
Ray Loman, Franklin County; 
Vern Mitchell, Franklin County; 
Henry Slover, Franklin County; 
Wesley Kowen, Saline County; 
Charles King, Saline County, and 
T. C. Ramsey, Saline County. 

The injunction also restrains the 
Saline County officials from pro- 
hibiting United Mine Workers em- 
ployed at Peabody mine at Harris- 
burg from entering the county. 

A crew of 175 United Mine 
Workers of America employed at 
Peabody mine No. 43, has not left 
the mine since it went to work 
Monday morning. 

The men spent the Fourth there 
and resumed operations this morn- 
ing. Mine managers said that 
armed Progressive pickets in the 
vicinity made it dangerous for the 
men to attempt to return to their 
homes. Progressives denied there 
was any picketing. 

The wash house at Sahara No. 3 
mine, operated with Progressive 
miners, was damaged by a dyna- 
mite bomb last night. Two guards, 
Columbus Johns and Tom Bradley, 
were standing near the building 
when an automobile drove past on 
the highway. An explosion blew 
out windows, damaged the roof 
and wrecked part of the wall of the 
building. 


Railroad Bridge Damaged by 
Bomb Near Springfield, Il. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, July 5.—A 
large bomb destroyed part of the 
Chicago & Illinois Midland Rail- 
road bridge across the Sangamon 
River, four miles northeast of here, 
yesterday.

WASHINGTON, niet 5.—Briga- 
dfer-General John A. Kress, 93 years 
old, died last night at Walter Reed 
Hospital of infirmities. He former- 
ly resided in St. Louis. 
Veteran of the Civil War and the 
Spanish-American War, Kress was 
the oldest living graduate of the mil- 
itary academy at West Point. He 
entered the acadamy in 1858 and 
resigned in 1861 to become aide-de- 
camp to Gen. James S. Wadsworth 
of the New York Volunteers. 
Kress was born in Tioga County, 
Pennsylvania, Nov. 4, 1839, and re- 
tired from the army in 1903. Dur- 
ing the Civil War he was elevated 
to Lieutenant-Colonel and com- 
manded a regiment in the battle of 
Fredericksburg. He served in many 
posts in the West and became one 
of the army’s outstanding ordnance 
officers. During the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War he was chief ordnance 
officer in Cuba. 


Resided at 5030 Vernon Avenue; 
Moved East 11 Years Ago. 

Following his retirement in 1903, 
Gen. Kress made his home in St. 
Louis with his grandsons, Franklin 
and Ralph Gurley, who~ subse- 
quently entered the military service. 
Their home was at 5030 Vernon ave- 
nue, ajresidence which Gen. Kress 
maintained until 11 years ago, when 
he moved to Merion, Pa., a suburb 
of Philadelphia. 

Several years after leaving St.

Spitz, whose submarine work dur- 
ing the World War and prior to it, 
led to the development of the mari- 
meter, an ocean depth-sounding ap- 
~paratus, said his invention utilized 
delicate and hitherto undeveloped 
wireless devices. 

While prominent aviation figures, 
including Col. Roscoe Turner, Jim- 
mie James, Tommie Thomas and L. 
N. Tomlinson, watched him, Spitz 
operated his model. Turner said 
that if the actual device works as 
well as the model it would aid avia- 
tion greatly. 

A A model airplane, with propeller 
whirling, was electrically sent cir- 
cling a post, to which were ~at- 
tached three microphones. At the 
other end of a table was a map of 
the United States, behind glass, and 
in front of 325 small electric lights. 

The sound of the propeller was 
transmitted through the  micro- 
phone, through a maze of wires and 
wireless equipment and the location 
of the plane was .automatically 
shown by a light appearing on the 
map. Because the plane by neéces- 
sity circled afound the post, one 
light flashed on and off. 

Spitz said his invention involves 
two new principles, the binaural in- 
dicator, revealing the plane’s direéc- 
tion, and the ether wave indicator, 
showing distance from the home 
port. 

“I hope that some day, by this in- 
vention, the cperation head of an 
air line will know every minute 
where his planes are located by 
lights flashing across the nation,” 
Spitz said. “Pilots will not trust to 

‘instruments... They’can be instruct- 
ed from the field and the central 
map. If a plane is lost, such as 
Jimmie Mattern's, a light will show 
where it is.”

HERE are many cases like 
Douthit’s in baseball.

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Norman Thomas Says Industrial 
Act Compels Labor to Resort to 
Independent Political Action 


Socialist Declares Law Gives ——— So 
Much Power Workers Must Move To- 
gether to Save Their Gains. 


By the Associated Press. 

READING, Pa., July 5.—Inde- 
pendent political action by labor 
was urged as an essential corallary 
of the Industrial Recovery Act in 
an address by Norman Thomas, 
Socialist leader, before members of 
the Socialist National Executive 
Committee Monday night. 

Thomas. said the act placed so 


much industrial power in the hands 
of the Government that it was im- 
perative for labor to gain political 
power at once. 

“I have come to argue that in- 
dustrial organization must be sup- 
plemented by political organization. 
. - Henceforth the struggle for 
control of the Government of ihe 
United States becomes more im- 
portant than any strike,” Thomas 
said, adding: 

“Once they (the Industrialists) 
are rid, even temporarily, of a des- 
perate fear which induced in some 
industries a little sickbed repent- 
ance, the owning classes will make 
a tremendous effort to hold and 
increase the power they now have 
over government. 

“They will seek to promote in- 
dustrial consciousness over class 
consciousness. 

“Each industry will try to swal- 
low up in price more than they 
grant in wages; every conceivable 
means of propaganda including 
their virtual ownership of the ma- 
chinery of the two old parties will 
be resorted to by absentee owners 
in order to make the state perpetu- 
ate a system which could not save 
itself without the state. 

“Workers who are learning to 


hate company unions must learn to 
hate company—that is to say cap- 
capitalist-parties, It will be as dan- 
gerous for workers to scab at the 
ballot box as in the factory or mine. 

“Neither the Democratic nor the 
Republican party has changed its 
spots. One Pinchot cannot save the 
Sodom of the Pennsylvania Repub- 
lican machine, nor one Roosevelt 
make a summer of peace and pros- 
perity in the party of Vincent As- 
tor, Barney Baruch and the south- 
ern Bourbons. 

“There is no national planning at 
Washington which can bring us 
abundance and still protect private 
ownership of coal mines, railroads 
and banks. The issue of public own- 
ership and production for use is 
tthe inescapable issue. And this is 
Socialism.” 

The executive committee declared 
the industrial recovery act “consti- 
tutes an admission that capitalism 
can make no recovery without gov- 
ernmental supervision.” 

The committee said that while 
the act makes “concessions to labor 
and an invitation to it to collabor- 
ate in maintaining the profit sys- 
tem, it nevertheless operates so as 
to preserve for the owners the priv- 
ilege of wringing profits from 
workers through low wages and 
high prices.” 

The statement said there were 
possibilities for good in the bill 
only if labor reinforced its advant- 
ages by organizing strong industrial 
unions and winning political power.

LAST OF NON-NAZ 
PARTIES IN REICH 
NEAR DISSOLUTION 


Catholic Centrists Led by 
Bruening Expected to 
Follow Bavarian People’s 
Party Into Oblivion. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 5.—The direct 
path the National Socialists, head- 
ed by Chancellor Hitler, have taken 
to the complete control of many 
phases of German life led today 
—exactly four months after the 
“vindication” in the Reichstag elec- 
tions—to the dissolution of the last 
non-Nazi political party. 

The Bavarian FPeople’s Party, 
sixth in importance to the 14 
groups in parliament before the 
March 5 elections, voluntarily quit 
the political scene yesterday. 
Dissolution of the Centrists, who 
with the Populists, also a Catholic 
party, held 88 of the 584 seats in 
the pre-Hitler parliament, today 
was considered a matter of hours. 
Consequently the collapse, disso- 
lution, or merger of all the others 
left the Hitlerites alone on the po- 
litical stage, free to continue with- 
out organized opposition their “Na- 
tional Revolution of Germany” 
which began Jan. 30 with Hitler’s 
appointment as Chancellor and 
which has since entered German 
industrial, religious, educational, 
and agricultural life. 

This “revolution” has been called 
the most sweeping change in Eu- 
rope since the march of Mussolini’s 
black shirts on Rome and Lenin’s 
seizure of power in Russia. 
Reported Deal With Centrists. 
Semi-officially it is announced 
negotiations between the Centrists 
under former Chancellor Heinrich 
Bruening and the Nazis have been 
completed, with the Centrists’ 
Reichstag members becoming 
“suests” or “hospitants” of the Hit- 
lerites. 

Bruening himself, one source 
said, would not become a National 
Socialist, but Count Eugen Quadt- 
Isny, who was empowered to act 


applied for admission to the Nazi 
party as a “hospitant,” and had 
advised his colleagues to do the 
same. 

The once-powertul People’s party 
of the late Chancellor Gustav 
Seige come announced its dissolu- 
tion, following the course taken by 
the Nationalists—once allies of the 
Socialists, and other 
groups.

MEXICO, D. F., July 5.—July 4 
is a day when all Americans should 
think serivusly about their duties 
as citizens, Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt said in an Independence day 
greeting to American children liv- 
ing in Mexico.

“I hope that all of them will be 
conscious of wha: it cost their an- 
cestors to bring freedom to this 
country, and that they will remem- 
ber that July 4 is not only a day 
for pleasure and a displaj of fire- 
works, but a day on which all the 
citizens of the United States should 
think seriously about their duties 
as citizens. Their Government will 
be good only if they are good citi- 
zens themselves, and one of the 
ways of good citizenship is to be 
a good citizen in other countries 
and improve the respect and affec- 
tion with which the United States 
is looked on by che other nations 
of the world.” 

The message was given out by 
the American Embassy. William 
O’Connell, American Legion com- 
mander, read it at a public recep- 
tion at the embassy given by Am- 
bassador Josephus Daniels and 
Mrs. Daniels.

ARGENTINES CLASH 
UN FUNERAL PLANS 
FOR EX-PRESIDENT 


Relatives of Yrigoyen Ob- 
ject to State Obsequies 
When Cabinet Forbids 
Display of Body. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, July 5 — 
Clothed in a monk’s white tunic, 
the body of Hipolito Yrigoyen lay 
in state today in his humble flat, 
while the Government and his rela- 
tives disputed about funeral honors. 

The name of the former Presi- 
dent was sometimes spelled “Irigo- 
yen,” which was the way his fam- 
ily spelled it, but he himself sub- 
stituted a “Y” for the first letter. 

The Government, as a result of 
Yrigoyen’s alleged implication in a 
revolutionary attempt last De- 
cember, refused to permit exhibition 
of the forrher President’s body in a 
public place. 

The Cabinet, however, decreed a 
national funeral tomorrow noon, 
saying it was the Government’s duty 
“to conform impartially to the es- 
tablished custom.” 

The family then declined to ac- 
cept the funeral honors, whereupon 
Minister of Interior Melo said they 
would be conferred anyway. 

“Decrees are isrued to be en- 
forced,” he said. 

Thousands Pass Bier. 

Thousands of persons filed past 
the bier to pay homage to the man 
they revered as a leader in electoral 
reforms. He died Monday night. He 
was said to be 82 years old, but 
there was disagreement about the 
date of his birth and he may have 
been older. 

When the Government’s refusal 
of a public display of the body be- 
came known, Radical party leaders 
organized a parade to demand re- 
consideration but mounted troops 
dispersed the manifestants. This 
was after the marchers had stopped 
before the closed doors of the 
newspaper La Prensa to hoot and 
jeer that publication because it put 
the news of Yrigoyen’s death in an 
obscure place in an inside page. 

Congress, in the meantime, 
rendered honors in memory of the 
dead leader who was ousted two 
years after he began a second six- 
year term as President. Deputies 
Murillo and Chanks delivered 
eulogies. 

Reason for Refusal. 

Judgment of the former Presi- 
dent’s acts may be left “to public 
opinion and history,” the Cabinet 
decree said. Minister of Interior 
Melo said the Government was act- 
ing in the interests of public order 
in denying the public display of the 
body and urged against making the 
burial a political event. 

Persons who called at the Yrigoy- 


dolences, included former President 
Ibanez of Chile and diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of Chile, Paraguay, 
Uruguay and other, countries.

ular following unequalled in South 
America in his lifetime. 

His scorn for social life, his rnod- 
est and even shabby bachelordem, 
his intense nationalism and his ran- 
dom charities made him the idol 
of the class which, swelled by 
heavy European immigration into 
Argentina, broke down in 1916 the 
power of the pioneer Spanish stock 
which had controlled nationa! af- 
fairs for more than 50 years. 

Yrigoyen outlived the heyday of 
his absolute power and was over- 
thrown by revolution in 1930. Too 
egotistic to lean on younger and 
more alert colleagues, too full of 
years to keep pace single-handed 
with increasing tasks of govern- 
ment and beset by adversities 
arising from a_world = eco- 
nomic crisis, he was deposed by 
Lieutenant-General Jose F. Uriburu 
and a group which believed that 
Argentina under Yrigoyen was 
drifting toward political and eco- 
nomic ruin. 

For 18 months Yrigoyen was im- 


prisoned, and when early in 1932 
he was freed at the end of the de 
facto regime he was deemed to be 
shorn of power. But the party with 
which he rose on a platform of 
electoral reform was not dead, nor 
was he through as its spokesman. 
His old audience, the common peo- 
ple, heralded him as its restored 
leader, and at the age of 81 he re- 
sumed for a time the captaincy of 
his radical party with all his old 
confidence in his own destiny. 

During his era of dominance, 
which lasted for 13 years, and par- 
ticularly in his presidential terms, 
Yrigoyen’s primary concern with in- 
ternal mass movements explained 
much of his unconcern over exter- 
nal affai>ys. 

When in 1917 Argentina was wax- 
ing prosperous selling wheat and 
meat to warring European nations 
and Count lLuxbourg, German 
Ambassador to Argentina, sent his 
famous “sink without trace” coun- 
sel to framers of Germany’s sub- 
marine policy, the Argentine Cham- 
ber of Deputies asked for imme- 


diate severance of relations with 
Germany. Yrigoyen vetoed the res- 
olution. Confidants said he was 
concerned only with keeping Argen- 
tina out of a foreign war. 

Argentina was the first non-ally 
member of the League of Nations, 
but it withdrew abruptly in 1920, 
at Yrigoyen’s command, because 
the league assembly rejected an 
Argentine suggestion that all na- 
tions be admitted to membership.

Opposes Roosevelt Farm Policy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ged OF AGRICULTURE 
S RY A. WALLACE, as a first 
move in exercising the dictatorial powers 
with which he has been vested, deter- 
mines to levy a tax of 30 cents per bushel 
upon wheat, beginning July 8. With nor- 
mal domestic consumption, this will mean 
a handsome cash bonus of nearly $200,- 
000,000 for wheat raisers, who will agree 
to take it easy and plant less wheat next 
year. This action is being taken regard- 
less of the fact that wheat has nearly 
doubled in price during the past year, 
when most of us have bad our incomes 
cut in half, or worse. 

The Secretary then turns to the great 
plar‘:rs of our South and requests them’ 
to destroy at once 10,000,000 acres of 
growing cotton, in order to raise the 
price. This program of sinful -botage, 
involving wholesale destruction of a gift 
from nature’s horn of plenty, is also to 
be paid for by consumers, through a tax 
on cotton goods. These taxes, to be im- 
posed upon food and clothing products, 
will drain from the pockets of urban citi- 
gens ali that will be saved by the much- 
praised “economy” measures that have 
been taken. 


Notwithstanding the flowery ballyhoo 
with which this piece of legislation was 
launched, the Congress which passed it, 
and the administration which sponsored 
its un-American and obviously unconsti- 
tutional provisions, deserve to be de- 
nounced for their unjustifiable surrender 
to immora! principles of government. 

I am not in sympathy, as a rule, with 
intemperate or vituperative attacks upon 
the Congress,.or leading men in our pub- 
lic life, and I realize that many of the 
laws passed nowadays are mere political 
gestures which do little good or harm. 
But this food and clothing: tax bill is an 
extreme afd dangerous departure. There 
is no telling what such legislation may 
lead to. We must protest against such 
things. We cannot compromise on any- 
thing so vicious and retain our self-re- 
spect. 

There is no question about the average 
citizen being willing and glad to pay the 
farmer any fair market price for his 
products that is established without coer- 
cion. However, when farm organizations 
in the West and South take to the law 
to create a form of legalized gangsterism 
for their own exclusive benefit, people 
are likely to resent it in a way that will 
hurt the farmer both economically and 
spiritually. 

It will be better for all concerned if 
this foolish law is circumvented by the 
lowering or checking of the market price 
of wheat or cotton to offset the valué of 
the tax. Otherwise, the eating of less 
wheat bread, the impogting of more cot- 
ton, wool and linen goods car be looked 
for. Thus, producers of wheat and cot- 
ton may be worse off in the end if this 
abortive attempt to defeat the law of sup- 
ply and demand is persisted in. 

If the agriculturists hope that this 
law will enable them to dump their sur- 
plus wheat on foreign shores at less than 
its legitimate price here without raising 
international differences, they will surely 
be disappointed. Suppose England, for 
instance, would subsidize her textile and 
other manufacturers, as we propose to 
subsidize our farmers, How could our 


manufacturers compete without a sub- 


sidy also? Our tariffs would mean noth- 
ing. While we are piously clamoring for 
“fair codes of competition” at home, let 
us be careful that we do not undertake 
dishonorable competition abroad. We are 
already being severely criticised. Why 
create just cause to make our foreign re- 
lations worse than they now are? 


The President has said that if this 
novel farm legislation did not work, he 
would be the first to tell us. How will it 
benefit us to be told what we by that 
time will know, and what experiment will 
next be proposed to undo the mischief 
of this one? ; 

It is certain to prove futile in the long 
run for the Government to have any- 
thing to do with two-faced policies. Po- 
litical nostrums which sugar-coated 
on the surface but putrid underneath 
may receive temporary applause from the 
short-sighted, radical elements in the 
groups they are supposed to benefit, but 
a time of reckoning must come when dis- 
illusioned and outraged citigens will arise 
to disavow such a regime, and scatter to 
the four winds its purveyors of economic 
bunk. : R. B. NEWELL.

After six months of hard work, the Illinois Legis- 
lature has adjourned. It leaves a record of progres- 
sive enactments which stands in sharp contrast to 
the recent session of the Missouri Legislature. The 
meeting at Jefferson City was faithless to its trust; 
its record was one of the worst in memory. In 
Illinois; the legislators co-operated with their so- 
cially-inclined chief executive, Gov. Horner, in the 
fulfillment of virtually all his campaign promises. 
The result is one in which [llinoisans may take pride. 

The difference between the Illinois and Missouri 
sessions is clearly shown in the matter of social legis- 
lation. Social] legislation had no chance at Jeffer- 
son City. It is necessary only to recall what hap 
pened to the housing and old age pension bills. The 
Illinois Legislature passed bills providing for the 
erection of model residence groups in slum areas, 
for a minimum wage, of the type suggested by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, for women and adolescents, for out- 
lawing of yellow-dog contracts and for the revision 
of the penal system in the interest of fitting less- 
serious offenders back into society. In its closing 
hours, the Illinois Legislature also ratified the child 
labor amendment, making Illinois the fourteenth 
state to take such action. Previously it had passed 
several bills in the interest of child welfare. 

The contrast in the matter of legislation dealing 
with the repeal of prohibition is also striking. Thanks 


‘|to a disgraceful bargain between wets and drys, the 


Missouri Legislature legalized beer, but failed to re- 
peal the State bone-dry law, generally regarded by 
drys as one of the strictest in the Union. Asa result, 
ratification of the repeal amendment will be mean- 
ingless in Missouri. We shall remain dry and, in 
the face of a speedy repeal, there will arise a justi- 
fiable demand for a special session at Jefferson City 
to wipe out the State prohibition statutes. The 
Legislature also passed the Weeks Act, designed to 
enable Missouri to take action on repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment, and in the doing it gave the State 
a piece of legislation that has thrown us into con- 
fusion over what it means. The Illinois Legislature 
repealed the Iljinois prohibition statutes, legalized 


beer, provided for prompt, simple and economical |. 


ratification of the repeal amendment, and authorized 
a study of liquor control systems, anticipating repeal. 

The contrast continues in the attitude of the two 
Legislatures on matters relating to the bar and the 
courts. The Missouri legislators killed a measure 
providing for an incorporated bar to raise legal stand- 
ards and to make the profession of the law self- 
disciplining. The Illinois Legislature approved basic 
changes in court procedure to speed litigation and 
further the administration of justice. To the same end, 
it made extensive alterations in the Civil Pratice Act. 
The utility lobby had its way at Jefferson City. 
It connived at passage of the Buford bill, which 
would have abolished the State Public Service Com- 
mission. It looked on the death of the Bales water 
conservation bill, which sought to preserve the beauty 
of Missouri’s lovely streams. In Illinois, over the 


bitter opposition of the utilities, the legislators com- 
plied with Gov. Horner’s request to give the State 
Commerce Commission greater regulatory power over 
the rate-making and financial activities of utilities. 
Other Illinois legislation more or less of this char- 
acter includes acts to give State insurance officials 
broader powers over insurance companies and to pro- 
vide State regulation of defaulted mortgage bonds. 

Popular interest in the activities of the Illinois 
Legislature has centered around the sales tax legis- 
lation. The first law was declared unconstitutional 
on technical points, and a second, framed so as to 
avoid the objections to the first, is now in effect. 
The purpose of the sales tax, according to Gov. Hor- 
ner, is to meet the pressing demands for relief, large- 
ly in Cook County. The plan is to permit counties 
which have little or no relief problem to use the re- 
ceipts, after a short period, to decrease the tax de- 
mands on genera) property. 

Displeasure over the sales tax should not blind Ili- 
nois to the fundamental trouble, and that is the re- 
stricted nature of its revenue article in the present 
outmoded State Constitution. In accordance with 
Gov. Horner’s wishes, the Legislature has directed 


convention be submitted to referendum. The people 
of Illinois have a right to expect that the sales 
tax will be of short duration and that as soon as 
possible a properly framed State income tax law will 
be made permissible by a new constitution. 

Among the measures for which the Illinois Legis- 
lature deserves popular gratitude are those repeal- 
ing the Small immunity act for the Governor and oth- 
er officials, for improving the election machinery, for 
making it easier for a county to abolish townships, 
for breaking the taxpayers’ strike in Chicago, for 
obtaining cement for State purposes at a fair price, 
for the legalization of waivers on deposits in order 
to assist in the reopening of closed State banks, for 
decreasing the membership of various commis- 
sions and State agencies in the interest of economy 
and efficiency, and for placing heavy penalties on 
the failure to pay inheritance taxes promptly. 

This is not to say that the Illinois Legislature 
performed every task before it. The failure to re- 
district for Representatives in Congress leaves an 
important piece of work undone. The matter of di- 
viding the representation between Chicago and the 
rest of the State so ag to give the metropolis its 
share is a problem even more difficult than the sim- 
ilar problem between rural and urban Missouri. 

There were other omissions and some acts whose 
wisdom will need to be demonstrated; but, taken as 
a whole, the record written in Springfield during 
the past six months is unusually good. It should be 
doubly welcome after eight years of Len Small and 
his discredited legislative policies and four years 
of the inactive Louis L. Emmerson. 

One of the great states of the Union keeps step 
with the march of events in Washington. It, too, has 
a leader. Only with leadership can there be progress.

BRINGING GROWER AND BUYER TOGETHER. 

A significantly ambitious undertaking to secure a 
larger share Of the selling price of farm products for 
producers has just been started in the St. Louis area, 
It is the new co-operative market at Belleville, which 
has turned the 28 acreg of St. Clair County’s deserted 
old fairgrounds into a hive of industry. Patterned 
after the successful municipally owned market in 
Benton Harbor, Mich., the Belleville market-is sup- 
ported by growers and buyers. It enables them to 
meet directly and thus forego payments to various 
middlemen. Fruits, vegetables, cured meats, poultry 
and eggs are on sale. During the first week of the 
market, products included those grown not only in 
Southern Illinois, but also Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Already producers and buyers from seven states 
have met and the expectation is that, within a season 
or two, selling operations will extend to many more 
states. Trucks come from every direction, and the 
hard road which passes through the heart of the mar- 
ket symbolizes that which has made it possible—the 
network of improved highways which now spread out 
over the agricultural countryside. Better distribu- 
tion is the farmer’s way out, and such enterprises as 
that at Belleville are long steps in that direction,

ed indebtedness of $146,000,000 at a blanket interest 
rate of 3 per cent. The criticism arose over the fact 
that some of the affected issues bore higher rates of 
interest and were specifically secured by highway 
revenues, whereas under the refunding program the 
interest would be arbitrarily reduced and the specific 
security removed. Since the program was formulated 
without provision for obtaining consent. of bondhold- 
ers, it was widely hailed as an act of repudiation on 
the part of a sovereign state. 

The distressing economic condition of Arkansas, 
which gave rise to the refunding program, has not 
abated, but a movement is on foot, sponsored by a 
group of legislators, to handle the situation differ- 
ently. This group is asking Gov. Futrell to take the 
bondholders into the State’s confidence and get their 
permission to accept a lower rate of interest until 
such time as the State is able\to fulfill its original 
contracts. In other words, it is proposed to get the 
creditors’ consent to give the State a breathing spell. 

In our opinion, this is what Arkansas should have 
done in the first place. There are more ways than 
one to kill a cat and to carve a goose. Bondholders 
are not altogether unreasonable beings. They have 
submitted to many similar refundings by private cor- 
porations and, had the State frankly explained its 
financial embarrassment and asked leave to amend 
its contracts, it probably could have been arranged by 
agreement. Perhaps such an agreement can still be 
made, We hope so. If Arkansas is willing ‘to admit 
its mistake and to do its best to meet its obligations, 
its creditors shonld meet it half-way.

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A CHANCE FOR OUTER PARKS. 

The Park and Playground Association, in suggest- 
ing that Federal funds be sought to develop park 
lands owned by the city in St. Louis County, has re- 
minded this district of a grievous recreational short- 
coming that has been allowed to ¢ontinue largely 
through public lethargy. While parks in the city and 
in county communities are becoming continually more 
crowded, little has been done toward establishing a 
system of outer parks, although the subject has been 
agitated by civic bodies and by successive reports of 
Park Commissioners... One acre of park space for 
every 100 inhabitants’ is the accepted metropolitan 
standard. The St. Louis district has only 3178 
acres, or .29 acre per 100 persons. Other cities stand 
as follows: New York (metropolitan district) 1.53 
acres per 100 persons; Chicago and Cook County, 
1.06; Boston, 1.61; Denver, 4.18. 

The foilowing tracts now are available for improve- 

ment under a Federal grant: 139 acres at Valley 
Park, given by G. A. Buder in 1918: 68 acres at 
Lay and Litzinger roads, given in.1932 by C. A. 
Tilles; 48 acres on Olive Street road, part of the 
waterworks tract; total, 255 acres. It is regrettable 
that we cannot add to this list the splendid 300-acre 
tract in the Ozark foothills of St. Louis County, ten- 
dered in 1929 by H. C. Evans on condition that the 
city spend about $15,000 on improvements. The offer 
was rejected by the city. 
- Some 7000 acres additional will be required, how- 
ever to bring park facilities up to the standard, or 
more, if future needs are considered. Undoubtedly 
gifts of land would be made should the city begin to 
develop its outer park possibilities, and other tracts 
might be purchased, at the lowest prices in years. It 
is undeniable that the people of this region need 
greater recreational facilities, particularly those 
where natural beauties may be preserved. 

The classic example of such development in this 
country is that 6f Westchester County, New York, 
near New York City, In little more than 10 years, 
this has grown to a system of 17,273 acres, by gift and 
purchase, the latter financed by a bond issue. The 
lands include forest preserves, golf courses, picnic 
grounds, bathing beaches, etc, Attendance in 1931 to- 
taled 6,903,700. One result has been an increase in 
land values in the county, from an assessed valuation 
of $675,000,000 in 1921 to $1,800,000,000 in 1931, by an} 
expenditure of only about 6% per cent of the increase. ’ 
In 1930, the park system actually returned a surplus 
of $24,218 to the taxpayers. ‘ 

The St. Louis area can, if it will, have a project | 
similar to the Westchester system by entering vis · 
orously upon an outer park program.

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High and Mighty Language 


LONDON, July 5. 

FEW hours after the President’s state- 

ment was received in London, I met the 

Finance Minister of a country which is 
strongly in sympathy with the President's 
policy. The Minister was glad that the 
President had refused to subscribe to the 
gold declaration prepared at the end of last 
week, But he was bewildered by the state- 
ment. “We are not children,” he said, “and 
we do not see why we should have to be 
talked to in such language.” 

This is, I believe, an accurate sample of 
the feeling in London. With Mr. Roosevelt's 
decision there is widespread agreement. 
Even in the gold delegation, the ablest men 
recognize that, however inconvenient it 
may be to them, the President is justified 
in following out his policy. But if there is 
anyone who thinks that the language of 
the statement can be defended, he is not 
easy to find. : 

Then the financial editor of the Daily 
Herald, who has been an active partisan of 
the President, remarks this morning that 
“even those of us who support President 
Roosevelt’s policy and regard it as the only 
proper approach to the problem of depres- 
sion, may indeed feel that he has up to date 
treated the World Economic Conference a lit- 
tle too contemptuously.” If this is the way 
Mr. Roosevelt’s friends feel, it may be im- 
agined what is the state of mind of other 
people.

If 
Mr. Roos. velt means what he says, he must 
send a new delegation to London which 
knows what he means and has power to 
act for him, 

The simplest explanation of the whole epi- 
sode is that he has been isolated on a boat, 
that he has lost.touch with his advisers, and 
that, lacking a clear knowledge, he has 
given himself the pleasure of being tempera- 
mental. Is there any better explanation? 
There are some who have tried to think 
that the statement may have been couched 
in language suited to domestic politics, It 
does not seem likely. Congress is adjourned. 
The President is popular and powerful. He 
does not need to play politics at this time. 
It is much more likely that he has not 
been kept properly informed and that he 
acted on an impulse. 

But whatever the explanation, he has hurt 
himself and his cause, and if his advisers 
are frank with him, they will say so.

Wheat at Chicago Jumps From 43% to $1.08 
A Bushel—Spot Cotton Above 10c Level 
As Second Half Year Opens. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, July 5.~How high 
grain prices may go, in the light 


of domestic and world conditions, 
is simply a matter of conjecture, 
An outstanding fact is that the 
last six months have more than 
doubled agricultural values, 

Nature and the administration at 
Washington have both come to the 
rescue. 

Crop experts assert that owing 
to extraordinary weather conditions 
the United States will not grow 
enough wheat this year to meet 
normal domestic needs, and that 
much if not all of the fiation's car- 
ryover supply will have to be used 
to feed ourselves. A striking illus- 
tration is that Kansas, the banner 
wheat producing state, which has a 
past record of raising 239,000,000 
bushels, may harvest less this-year 
than 50,000,000 bushels. 

Wheat at Chicago jumped in) 
half a year from 43% cents a 
bushel to $1.08. Traders recalled 
advances to more than $1.50 in 
1926, and to around $2 a bushel, the 
record in 1925. Similarly, corn has

CHAPTER ONE. 
(Copyright, 1933.) 

T last the championship is 
mine—and by a clean knock- 
out—and my pleasure in that 
alone makes up for whatever pain 
and trouble I met with on my ex- 
citing journey to the top. 
Just five years ago I first saw 
boxing gloves and started learning 
that style of fighting. I was 
twenty-one years old then and had 
been a wrestler with a small cir- 


cus ever since I was sixteen. My 
first professional fight was at 
Paris in September, 1928. Since 


then I have taken part in about 
seventy-five formal matches and a 
hundred or more exhibitions. In 
relating my life story, I will touch 
on many of these and publish for 
the first time my own recollections 
of what I consider the most inter- 
esting happenings in my career 
thus far. 

As far back as 1929, my former 
manager, Leon See, predicted that 
it would take about five years for 
me to win the world’s champion- 
ship. We often discussed that goal, 
even when things looked black. 
Monsieur See called me “ a gener- 
osity of nature” in prophesying 
that “in five years Primo will be 
invincible.” Many fight fans, and 
experts especially, laughed at that 
idea. And I don’t blame them when 
I look back, now realizing how 
crude I must have appeared to 
ringwise eyes. 

But I did not take that cham- 
pionship objective as a joke when 
so large a part of the’ sporting 
world was laughing out loud at me. 
Believing that I had  extraordi- 
nary physical assets for fighting— 
strength, weight, courage and am- 
bition—I decided to develop them 
fully and to learn as much of s0- 
called ring science as I could. 


OW there have been many gi- 
ants in fistic history, but few 
if any, had much skill in box- 
ing. Most of them were pure slug- 
gers or maulers, knowing little and 
showing less of what a fencer with 
the fist could and should do. 

Now none can become a high-class 
boxer in a day or a month or a 
year. It takes years—five of them, 
at least—to really know one’s way 
when battling skilled opponents. 
Please bear that idea in mind as 
you read- my own story of how I 
picked up what I know in the art 
of boxing. 

Of course, great size, weight and 
strength might still seem to be my 
main advantages, but, by them- 
selves, they would not be enough 
to win the championship. In fact, 
they would be handicaps . against | 
good boxers unless I knew how to 
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combine them and put them to ef- 
fective use when in action. 

First, I had to develop speed and 
so I had to take off about 30 pounds 
of normal weight (I scaled around 
290 when I first started boxing 
back in 1928). Naturally, I was slow 
then on those enormous feet, the 
fame of which has spread around 
the world. 

Since I had been wrestling all 
comers for years, I was rather mus- 
cle-bound, so required an unusual 
amount of arm and shoulder exer- 
cises, plus an enormous amount of 
skillful rubbing. 

The strong man product of a little 
traveling circus and my giant build 
made me seem like a freak only; 
And so—with but few exceptions— 
most fight critics, who saw me a 
few years ago, did not take my 
ring future seriously. That was 
especially true when I first showed 
in the United States, early in 1930. 
“Primo belongs in a circus” was the 
almost unanimous verdict of the ex- 
perts and the fans, too, for that 
matter. 

Of course, the ballyhoo over the 
foreign giant when I was still a 
beginner outraged and misled many 
good judges. They and the fans, 
I have since’ learned, were fed up 


on big fellows from abroad who 
were imported to America, and ad- 
vertised as “terrors” only to prove 
false alarms. And that is how they 
regarded me after laughing at my 
big feet and hands, and reading 
amusing stories concerning a 
“Mammoth Muscle Merchant of 
Venice,” the “Man Mountain,” the 
“Ambling Alp” and the “Carniver. 
ous Carnera,” etc., etc. 
- s ⸗ 
§ O I was stamped definitely as 
“a freak,” a “clown,” and later 
—worst of all—as a “faker” 
when my American tour got under 
way. That was conducted under 
the immediate direction of Mr. Wil- 
liam Duffy, supervised by Monsieur 
See. Now Mr. Duffy is one of the 
ablest handlers of boxers in the 
world. He has trained many of 
them—notably, Jack Dempsey for 
that fight in 1927 when he stopped 
Jack Sharkey. He, as well as Mon- 
sieur See, knew I was only a novice 
when I first reached New York. 
Now, because of that “giant” 
ballyhoo, there was strong evidence 
that many wanted to see me 
throughout the country. Monsieurs 
Duffy and See had expected that, 
so I was booked in advance to box 
in a dozen or more cities. Every- 
where we appeared in 1930, and 
the tour went from coast to coast, 


capacity crowds jammed all the!’ 


halls in which I boxed. Naturally, 
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PRIMO steps out at a night club and does a little footwork. 


Mr. Duffy did not pick first class 
opposition for his green prospect 
and, after a few blows, most of 
my opponents went down and out. 
That provoked many boos and 
some serious scandals which I will 
comment on later. 


For the present this life story 
will have to depend on my rather 
good memory and whatever rec- 
ords are now on hand. Luckily, I 
clearly recall the past from my boy- 
hood in the village of Sequala not 
so far from Venice—early working 
days as a mosaic and carpentry 
apprentice—many hungry months 
as a day laborer when tramping 
through southern France—poorly 
paid years as a combination strong 
man—wrestlier with a mobile circus 
and then—my ring career which 
now is important in the light. of 
the championship. 

In describing what life has done 
for and to me, care must be taken 
to divide the facts from the many 
strange and colorful legends. that 
have sprung up around me, many 
of which have a mite of truth and 
some of which are sheer fables. For 
example, it has often been pub- 
lished that I was really a big im- 
becile hypnotized by the sharp- 
eyed, keen-minded Monsieur See. 
Though without education in 
schools, I have never been consid- 


ered, a half-wit and my former 
manager, despite our money dif- 
ferences, probably would testify 
that I am of normal intelligence. 
I speak, read and write both 
Italian and French passably well 
and surely I have madé fair prog- 
ress in English during four years. 
Monsieur See found me an eager 
pupil in that as well as in boxing. 
* ¢ ee , 

OME think I must have been 
§ foolish to find myself bankrupt 

after earning so much money 
in a few years but, on second 
thought, any fair reader will un- 
derstand that a boxer, as busy as 
I have beén, has little time to look 
to his many money affairs. 

Far from being stupidly ignorant, 
I have been kept acquainted with 
important news and comments, es- 
pécially about boxing, through Mr. 
See, Mr. Soresi and others associat- 
ed with me. They read to me and, 
when needed, explain anything that 
interests us. I can réad Italian 
and French and a little English 
with understanding. Certainly an 
imbecile can’t do that. 

Later on in this sketch of my 
life, I will relate some more of the 
Carnera myths that amused, and 
sometimes, annoyed me. You wil) 
read, for example, some. strange 
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about his future. 


stories of how my nose was brok- 
en—how I was reputed to have 
tried to carry a baby elephant as 
part of the day’s work—how I was 
said to have been substituting for 
a brick-carrying mule the first 
time I was asked to take up box- 
ing—and other weird yarns that 
have attached to the so-called 
“Ambling Alp” in his travels by 
land and sea and air. 

When in England a few years 
ago, I saw a pictorial book of “Gul- 
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liver’s Travels.” That story was 
filled with giants and little people. 
Dr. Gulliver, M. See explainéd, was 
a little man among giants and, in 
turn, a giant to little people. He 
traveled much and saw some won- 
derful sights. Now a peasant and 
a pugilist can hardly be as observ- 
ing as a learned Gulliver. But, I 
too, have traveled much and have 
had many strange experiences. Of 
these you shall read in this story 
later on, if you care to do so.
